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BANK OF MONTREAL 
STARTS 7-YEAR 
SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM 


Montreal, May 9—The Bank 
of Montreal today inaugurates 
a 7-year scholarship program 
to provide university training 
in arts and science for outstan- 
ding Canadian high school gra- 
duates in all ten provinces, ac- 
cording to an announcement 
by G. Arnold Hart, B of M pre- 
sident. 

First project to be announc- 
ed by any organization for the 
observance of Canada’s Cen- 
tennial in 1967, the plan pro- 
vides for 50 top high school 
graduates to enter university 
on B of M scholarships next 
autumn, The program will cul- 
minate in 1967, Canada’s cen- 
tennial year and 150th anniv- 
ersary of the establishment of 
the bank, Mr. Hart said, with 
ine conferring of centennial 
awards on the top scientist and 
ihe top humanist. 


, 


To be known as “Bank of 
Montreal Canada Centennial 
Scholarships,” the plan calls 
for 124 awards in all over the 
next seven years, ranging from 
$750 to $5,000. 

The project is a highly com- 
petitive and all awards will be 
made entirely on merit as det- 
ermined by selection commit- 
tees consisting of faculty mem- 
bers of universities from coast 
to coast. The bank will take no 
part whatever in the decis ons. 

The plan, which provides in- 
creasing benefits to a reducing 
number of participants, offers 
the most promising students 
a series of scholarships and 
fellowships in the pure scien- 
ces and in the humanities or 
the social sciences. Profess'‘on- 
al courses such as law, medi- 
cine and engineering are not 
included. 

Scholarship students who are 
successful in meeting the requ- 
isite standards in the secon’, 
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third and fourth university 
years wiil receive awards of 
$1,500 per annum, waiie those 
accepted for graduate study in 
1964, 1965 and 1966 will re- 
ceive awards of $3.000 per an- 
num for study anywhere in 
Canada or abroad. 

Then in 1967, Canada’s cen- 
tennial year, when the compe- 
tition is open to all who have 
participated in the plan at any 
stage, the two final B of M 
Canada centennial awards wil 
be made—one in arts and one 
in science. These two awards 
will be in the amount of$5,000 
each, to be used for furth>r 


study anywhere in the world. ° 


To each of two final winners 
if they have participated throu- 
ghout the plan, the bank will 
have provided a total of $19,250 
at the end of the bank-spon- 
sored study. 

The allocation of scholarships 
by provinces was worked out 


as far as possible on the basis 


of population, with a minimum 
of two for each province. For 
Alberta and Mackenzie siud- 
ents passing their XII high 
school exams in June, there 
will be four B of M schouar- 
ships, each of $750. Roughly 
speaking, half of these will go 
to arts students and half to 
science students, but the dec- 
ision will depend on the Albe.- 
ta selection comm'ttce.

Winged 
hitch-hiker 


An uninvited passenger in your 
car that may cause plenty of 
trouble is a bee. You may be driv- 
ing along the highway some sum- 
}mer afternoon when suddenly you 
hear an angry buzz and several 
sharp “plops” against your wind- 
shield. And you'll spy a very an- 
noyed bee trying its best to get 
through the glass. 

If you are wise, you will pull to 
the side of the road, stop, open 
Windows and doors and, if neces- 
sary, just hint with a sheet of pa- 
per, that the exits are open. Don't 
continue to drive, making sporadic 
flappings at the insect or it may 
fly at your face—a bee has been 
known to fly into a_ person's 
mouth, stinging the tongue. The 
resultant swelling caused death, It 
is natural to feel panic when a 
small body strikes your face but 
ja serious accident may happen if 
you attempt to continue driving 
while you wage war on the in- 
trader, 

Children should be taught never 
to swat anything that lands on 
the car driver, The shriek of “Oh, 
there’s a Thing on your collar” is 
unnerving enough, especially when 
it is followed by a heavy thump, 
to send you into the ditch. When 
;you are told that there’s some- 
thing crawling on you, pull to the 
side of the road and stop the car. 
It won't matter then if you find 
you've got a praying mantis or a 
; tomato worm, 

When you bring a bunch of wild 
| flowers into the car, inspect the 
| bouquet to ensure that no bees are 
|taking a siesta in any of the blos- 
soms. If, some time later, a bee 
discovers you've taken him far 


past his stop, he may get just as 
}angry as you would in like cir- 
cumstances 


If someone stung by a bee 
‘t out the car's first aid kit and 
ke a sterilized needle you 
should have these in the kit or 
| sterilize a needle or pin by running 
it through the flame of a lighted 
match. Wipe the stung spot with 
a piece of sterile gauze moistened 
|with antiseptic and remove the 
‘sting and the poison s: This tiny 
sac contains the bee venom and it 
}continues to exude the poison un- 
til it is empty. The bee, unlike 
most other insects, leaves its sting 
jand the poison sac in the wound 
‘and both should be removed, (Your 
olation here is that the 
bee is said to die almost immedi- 
ately after it has stung). After 
the operation, cleanse the wound 
and put on a small dressing. A 
|} paste of baking soda will help to 
jallay itching and soreness, Baking 
soda, by the way, is one of those 
all round helps in kitchen, car 
cottage and camp. It can be used 
as an ingredient in food, a paste 
to put on stings or bites, house 
| hold cleanser and to quench flames 
in a pan of blazing grease or a 
chimney fire. It should be kept 
handy in large quantity

rarely attack you even if the in 
sect is in the same room or if it 
lights on your dress, providing you 
stand still and don’t try to swat 
at it. In the small space of the 
car, it is safer to stop and get rid 
of the bee, before it gets annoyed 
at something, If it is on the side
